Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st,  December, 
1963*  together  with  that  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

'The  Vital  Statistics  again  show  no  material  differences 
between  the  figures  for  this  District  and  those  of  the  Administrative 
County  of  Devon.  The  ’crude*  Birth  and  Death  rates  depend  upon 
the  actual  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  year.  The  ’corrected’  rates  are  the  ’crude’  rates 
modified  by  a factor  worked  out  by  the  Registrar  General.  This 
takes  into  account  the  larger  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in 
the  District. 


Regarding  the  age  at  death,  it  is  of  note  that  66 
of  the  105  deaths  which  occurred  were  in  respect  of  persons  of 
63  years  of  age  and  more.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  there 
have  been  no  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  for  the  last 
three  years.  Of  sill  the  nine  deaths  which  occurred  before  the 
age  of  43 9 8 were  in  respect  of  long  term  patients  of  the  Royal 
Western  Counties  Hospital,  who,  for  administrative  purposes,  are 
considered  to  be  residents  of  Dawlish. 

The  Number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
during  1 963  was  90.  This  is  64  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  is  due  almost  entirely  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Measles.  You  will  also  notice  the  absence  of  Diptheria, 
'Tetanus,  Typhoid,  Para-Typhoid,  Poliomyelitis,  and  the  very 
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low  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  All  these  diseases 
are  now  under  almost  complete  control  and  could  be  eliminated 
from  the  Country  by  the  exercise  of  continued  vigilanoe  and  a 
relatively  small  expenditure  of  money.  Once  again  I urge  all 
parents  to  see  that  their  children  are  given  the  protection  which 
is  available,  free  of  charge , through  their  Family  Doctor  or 
through  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  schools. 

In  a district  such  as  this,  with  its  high  proportion 
of  elderly  persons,  many  cases  are  found  where  elderly  people 
are  living  in  very  poor  circumstances.  The  National  Assistance 
Acts  provide  for  the  removal  of  -persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  to  Hospital  or  Welfare  Homes,  as  necessary,  but  is 
obviously  more  advantageous  that  the  necessary  assistance 
should  be  provided  in  the  person’s  home,  or  that  they  should 
be  admitted  to  Homes  and  Hospitals  on  a voluntary  basis,  than 
it  is  to  have  to  use  compulsory  powers.  The  need  for  compulsion 
was  required  in  one  case  during  the  year. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  August,  1963,  regarding 
the  provision  of  Main  Drainage  throughout  the  northern  area, 
together  with  the  necessary  pumping  plant  to  discharge 
disintegrated  sewage  to  a new  sea  outfall  opposite  Sea  Lawn 
Terrace  via  the  existing  treatment  plant  at  Sea  Lawn. 

This  scheme  has,  of  course,  been  under  consideration  by  the 
Council  for  many  years  and  in  my  opinion  a scheme  such  as 
this  is  essential  on  Public  Health  grounds  and  for  the  continued 
development  of  the  Northern  part  of  the  Urban  District. 

I should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1 963 . 


During  the  year  I have  maintained  a 1 00^  meat  inspection  service 
and  carried  out  frequent  inspections  of  food  premise.s  in  the  area.  The 
good  standard  of  food  hygiene  has  been  maintained  and  an  attempt  has  been 
made,  by  means  of  posters  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  make  the 
public  more  hygiene  conscious  whilst  using  food  premises. 

The  year  was  notable  for  two  new  items  of  Public  Health 
legislation,  the  introduction  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  of  1 9^3 
and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963.  The  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  laid  down  stricter  standards  for  meat  inspection, 
making  a 100^  meat  inspection  compulsory,  requiring  the  marking  of  inspected 
carcases  and  allowing  Local  Authorities  to  make  a charge  for  the  service. 

The  full  implications  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  15^3 
have  not  yet  been  realised  but  obviously  the  initial  survey  of  all  shops  and 
offices  in  the  District  will  take  a little  time  especially  in  vie'  of  the 
numerous  regulations  which  the  Minister  is  making  under  the  Act. 

I sho  ;ld  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  for 
their  unfailing  support  during  the  year.

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Surveyor  and 
Water  Engineer,  Mr.  H.G-.  Ferrett,  M.I.M.  & CY.E. , Cert „R. San. I. 

(a)  Source  of  Public  Supply, 

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns 
and  segmented  during  the  summer  months  from  a lowland  pumped  source  at 
Duckaller , 

(b)  Distribution. 

From  both  the  above  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration 
and  storage  plan  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  town,  from  whence 
distribution  is  made  of  the  treated  water  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

Distribution  is  made  of  a proportion  of  untreated  water  to  the 
Parish  of  Ashcombe,  situated  in  the  St.  Thomas  Rural  District. 


Water  is  supplied  to  2,414  dwelling  houses  with  an  estimated 
population  of  7,242.  There  are  4 stand-pipes  all  situated  in  Ashcombe  in  the 
Rural  District  of  St.  Thomas. 


The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  up  to  the  30th  September, 
1963  amounted  to  72,108,000  gallons.  There  was  a period  of  restrictions 
due,  not  to  water  shortage,  but  to  the  inability  of  the  filtration  plant 
to  carry  the  peak  summer  visitor  load. 


The  supply  to  the  town  is  dosed  with  sulphate  of  alumina, 
precipitated,  gravity  filtered  and  the  natural  acidity  and  induced  acidity 
is  corrected  by  a lime  dose  followed  by  the  application  of  gaseous  chlorine. 
The  protection  of  gathering  ground  and  entry  of  unauthorised  ersons  was 
given  close  attention. 

The  Council  ceased  to  operate  the  water  supply  after  the  30th 
September,  the'  South  West  Devon  Water  Board  taking  over  from  the  1st  October, 

1963. 


2.  WATER  SAMPLING-. 


40  samples  of  untreated  water  were  taken.  18  samples  contained 
B.  Coli.  in  100  ml.  and  thus  were  unsatisfactory. 

(b)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Treated  Water .

1 sample  was  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
examination.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

3.  SEWERA&E  nND  SEWACE  DISPOSAL. 

Sewage  flows  to  three  Disintegrator  Stations  situated  at 
Holcombe,  Railway  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn.  Two  of  these  disintegrators  are 
of  the  continuous  rotary-drum  screen  type. 

The  disintegrated  sewage  from  the  Viaduct  and  Sea  Lawn  Stations 
is  taken  to  sea  by  outfall  near  Black  Bridge.  The  Holcombe  discharge 
enters  the  sea  at  a point  below  the  rocks  at  Holcombe. 

4.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council  Tip  situated  at  Shutterton 
Bridge,  Exeter  Road. 

Constant  treatments  were  carried  out  during  19^3  to  reduce 
the  fly  and  rodent  infestations. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Refuse  Tip  by  means  of 
levelling  and  reducing  the  size  of  the  tip  face  and  to  the  increased  supply 
of  covering  material.  More  control  is  being  exercised  over  indiscriminent 
tipping  and  the  prevention  of  unauthorised  persons  entering  the  tip.
